.UTTERLY INDESCEIBABLE. 



Death and Destruction Follow Forest 
Fires-Towns Wiped Out— 480 
Bodies Found. 



Harrowing Scene s-Ghonls Rob tbe 
Dead-Harrow Escapes and Start- 
llufif Experiences 



Chicago, Sept, 1 — Prom revised returns 
received to-night from tlioburnod rogiona of 
Minnoaota and Miohlgan it seems that tho 
following Minnesota townB woro totally 
destroyed : Hinckley, Pokogama, Sand- 
stone, Sandstone Junction or Miller, Part- 
ridge, Cromwell, Curtis, Cuehinc;, Mission 
Creek. Partially destroyed : Pinlayaou, 
Minefield, Rutlodpo, Milaot, Minnesota. 
The following counties wore completely 
ruinod : Pino, Knabeo, Carlton, Renton, 
Aitken, Millolach and MorriBon. In Wis- 
consin tho towns of Comatook, Bonolt, ]$ar- 
ronott, Poplar, Marongo and Granito Lake 
were oomplotely destroyed, and Speneor, 
Highbridge, Ashland Junction, Fifield, 
Cartwright, Grantaburg, Turtlo Lake, Rice 
Lake, Muacoda, Iiwhawa, Shell Lake and 
South Hinge were partially destroyed. 

Tho following Wisconsin counties were 
partly burned : Birron, Wusliburn, Flor- 
ence, Ashland, Taylor, Chippewa, Burnett, 
Marinette, Price, Grant, Douglas, Mara- 
thon and B*y field. In Miohigan the towns 
partly burned wore : Trout Creek, Kwen, 
Sidnaw, Michigan ; and the counties partly 
burned were : Houghton, Ontanagou (al- 
most total except in tli6 towns), Huron and 
Macomb. 

Pine Citv, Minn., Sept. 4.— The general 
executive oommittoo in chargo of tho relief 
has made a report that tho bodies recovered 
thus far aro as follows: Hinckley, 271 ; 
Sandstone, 77 ; Miller (often called Sand- 
atone Junction), 15 ; between Skunk lako 
und Miller, 12 ; Pokep&ma, 15 ; in tho lum- 
ber camps, .")0 ; total, 450, Tho total loss 
here may reach about §11,000 Kverything 
at Sandstone was burned, tho only thing 
left standing being tho school houao walls 
und big bank eufe. Tho only living thing 
to be Boon there on Sunday night when tho 
relief party arrived was a horse and 
pig. Sixty-two bodies have been 
buried thuB far in town, not 
counting tho numbers which have been 
found in the outlying country snd buried 
where found. Ghoula are at work in tho 
vicinity. A party from Duluth came down 
to help bury tho doad and while aoarching 
at noon camo upon a gang who had broken 
open and rifled Borne safes, and when they 
were met they bad juat found a oistern 
from which they had nauled 15 dead bodies 
and had robbed them of jewelry, rings, 
trinkets, etc., and woro throwing the bodies 
back into the well. They escaped. A frame 
powder magazine at Sandstone, a portion of 
which was left standing and whioh Was 
empty, was torn down for material for 
ccllins. 

Tho firo waB seen by tho Sandatono peo- 
ple four hours before it struck tho town, 
and everything was packed in readiness to 
remove to Kettle river. At Kist Village 
before anyone was awaro of the danger the 
fire camo upon tho town from the 
north, east and wost, and fired 
the whole town insida of five minutes. 
Many people were unable to reach tho rivor, 
and died in tho street. A blacksmith was 
burned to a crisp in his Bhop where he was 
Bhoeing a horse, so sudden was tho fire. 
Not a thing waa saved, and in thirty 
minutes tho whole town was awopt off the 
arth. ThoBO who reached tbo river re- 
mained moat of the night. Tho survivors 
are entirely destitute, and have not 
even olothing to their hacks, except 
such as is provided by tho relief com- 
mittees. Wholo families aro wiped out. 
Proaident Hill, of tho Great Northern Rail- 
way, camo up from Hinckley tbia morning 
and took train over tho St. Paul and Duluth 
road to within nine miles of SandBtono and 
walked over. Tho big ICiatern Minnesota 
bridge over the Kottle river has a stool arch 
in the middle, ISO foot lorg, and ia still in- 
tact, though the wooden approaches aro 
burnod. 

" Tho scene of death ond ruin along the 
road is a terrible one," said Mr. Hill, " not 
a Bign of life is anywhere to ho seon : all |a 
a blackened und charred inaaa of ruins. 
Dead animals and hutnun beiugB are every- 
where, and they have been burnod wherever 
found. In one old well wo found fifteen 
snakes and forty or fifty field mico, all in 
together alive. Thorn were many peculiar 
featurea of tho tire. In one pluco where %\] 
elae waa burned and blackened, wo found u 
wagon with tho hay in tho hox intact, 
whilo tho horses woro doad. There ia yot 
to bo cloeed up on tho Eastern Minnesota o 
gap of twolvo mileB between Hinckley and 
Duluth, eight miles of which are between 
Hinckley and Sandstone. Thurearo fourmiles 
in St. Cloud direction which will bo cloBcd up 
by to-morrow. I noticed in ono placo some 
freight car whcolB which were rneliod, while 
not thirty feot away waa unotlipr car un- 
touched. We fed a. little- follow nob twelve 
yoara old. Tho rest of tho fjinily Were 
burned." 

Judgo Nothaway, of Stillwater, has been 
ono of the moat aotivo in relief work, and 
has been all over tho surrounding country. 
Ho found thejfaniily of Jack Robinson, nian, 
wife and aovon children, all doad und 
hardly recognizable ; ho oho found 
J. O Rowley, passenger agent of tho 
Duluth and Winnipeg. Savon milos north- 
west of Hinokloy to-day, he camo to a spot 
whore a farm houso had stood. In front 
was a well und over to tho left could bo seen 
human bodios and tho bodies of Boverul ani- 
mals. Judge Nothaway wont ut onco to 
tho woll to boo if anyooo was there, and 
found down in tho woll a little 12 year-old 
boy in eight inches of water, who had lived 
there einco Saturday with nothing to oat. 

At Hinokloy to-day tho full realfzitlorj of 
tho awful cilumity is just beginning to bo 
felt. Tho work of rescuing tho (loud bodios 
continues, many of tho survivors aro ro- 
turning and aro living in tenia. To-day a 
largo number of bodies woro recovered. 
Coronor Cowan sont out soventy-fivo to bo 
buriod in tho graveyard, and more woro 
being brought In all tho time. At noon a 
body with tho head burnod beyond nil 
recognition, waa found ocross tho river in a 
gravol pit. Another body, identified from a 
photo, was alao found, ond ft Is thought) that 
many moro will bo found later on. In a 
gravel pit thoro aro dozens of (load horsea 
and cows, burnod wagone, and tho emol 



which goes up from Hinokley is a terriblo 
one. 

Monday'a big pile of bodios haa been put 
under ground. Some piled promiscuously 
in a trench six feet wide and forty feot long, 
while othora aro put two, five or sevon in a 
big pine box and buried. On tho ground 
where the two hundred bodies were piled is 
a small muss of burned oiothiog ; horo and 
there a ohurrod hand or foot. Words can- 
not bo found to describe tho scene about tno 
town this afternoon. Whore the depot stood 
waBaburnod, charred hand; farthordown tho 
track lay a woman's log, while out in tbo 
surrounding country aro human trunks, 
heads or bouea, Luto this afternoon the 
body of a man with his intestines exposed 
and hiabody black us coal was brougnt into 
town nloDg with a child's foarfully burnod 
body and a man's leg and shoe. All were 
thrown into one pino coffin and buried. A 
few miles out in tho woods on tho eastern 
Minnoaota was found tho body of a man, 
and a fowfoot away a rifle ; at another place a 
woman's trunk, tho legs and arms having 
been burned off. 

Leo Webater, mayor of Hinckley, haa 
lost his wife, and while fooling quite auro 
she 1b dead ho is Boarching everywhere for 
her. To day he had nine bodies disin- 
terred that bo might examine thorn. Tho 
Hinckley survivors say that if everyono had 
gone to tho big gravel pit all would havo 
been saved. Many wont to tho swamp 
across tho river, from which as many aB 100 
corpaca were takon. One farmer, whoBO 
name oannot bo learned, who lived about 
half way botweon Miller and Sandstone, 
killed hirnsolf wben he flaw his wife and 
throo children, and his Bon-in-law, wife and 
child all burned to death boforo his eyoB, 
and his home, stock and the savings of a 
lifetime swept away. 

St. Paul, Sept. 4 —Gov. Nelson haa 
issued a proclamation sotting forth that in- 
formation of an official character having 
reached him that tho villages of Hinokloy 
Sandstone, Mission Crook and tho noigh 
boring towns and farms have been destroy 
od by fire, that hundreds of lives have boon 
sacrificed and that suffering and destitution 
aro on evory hand and that tbe survivors 
aro iu irnmediato need of food, clothing, 
shelter, und everything that makes exiat- 
possible. He, therefore, makes an appeal for 
immediate uction toward securing contri- 
butions toward tho prevailing distroaB.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Topper Says It Was Not Possible to 
Answer tho B O. Canners 
Off Hand. 



The Desired Extension Could Not 
Have Been Granted Without an 
Order-in-Couucil. 

(From Our Own CorroBpondont.1 
Ottawa, Sept. 4 —Sir C. H. Tupptr, 
speaking with referenoo to the delayed an- 
swer to the British Columbia Canners re- 
quest for an extension of the season, said 
some delay waa neoessary aB the request 
could not be answered off hand. Further 
dolay occurred owing to the minister'a ab- 
aenoe at Washington in connection with the 
liohring sea claims. In any event tho re- 
quest could not havo boon granted as an 
ordor-in-oouncil was necessary, and the 
timo did not admit of such action boing 
taken. The minister's decision was com- 
municatod to the ogents of tho department 
ut Viotoria and Westminster by telograph 
August 28. They wero instructed to 
notify tho paraios interested. 

Profeaaor Saundorson iB on his way to the 
coaet. 



SiiAKiiiiAr, Sept, 4 — The American con- 
sul surrendered two Japanese who wero ar- 
rested in the Shanghai settlement as spies 
outside the cottlemont limitB, only after 
being assured that thoy would bo fairly 
treated and not tortured. It is stated that 
tho feeling against the Japanese in Korea is 
increasing and that nativea are commencing 
to wage guerilla warfare against them. 
Gen. Yeh reports that tho Japanese loBt 
fj.OOC men in the engagement at Pingyang 
when the Chinese were in pursuit of the 
enemy, whilo tho Chinese loas was small. 
Tho Chineao report that on Thursday last 
the Japanese troops made a reconnoisunce in 
force on Port Arthur. Thoy found tho land- 
ward defences too strong, and retired with- 
out making an attack. 

Chineao recruits aro being received at 
Tientsin where they aro equipped. Tho 
peoplo of the province of Sohan Tung aro dis- 
contented and no sympathy ia oxproBBed 
with tho war against Japan. Tho inhabit- 
ants regard tho war of Sapan as directod 
against tho government and not againat the 
peoplo of China. Ia Manehuria the poople 
ure intensely anti foreign and urged tho 
most active opposition to tho Japanese. A 
man was tortured at Ning Po as a Ja- 
panese spy. Ho waa not a Jopaneso 
but a native of China. Tho foreign popula- 
tion cf Shanghai ia indignant at this action. 
The Chinese authorities claim the right to 
arrest Japanese within tho limits of the 
settlement. The Unitod StateB government 
has inatructod ita consuls not to interfere in 
any way in tho difficulty botweon China and 
Japan. 

St PSTBBSBDBO, Sept. I. — Tho Rusaian 
squudron destined for Korea is under orders 
to proceed with tho utmoat expedition. It 
is officially stated that the dispatch of tho 
fleet doos not imply Ruaaiun military inter- 
vention in the Chinoao-Japaneao diaputo, 
hut is merely intended to protect Russian 
trade. 

London, Sept. 4 —Tho Standard's cor- 
respondent in Berlin tolegraphs as follows : 
Tho war party, of which Priuco Tohing ia 
tho hoad, haa, 1 learn, got tho upper hand 
in Chinu, which means that tho struggle 
with Japan will bo prosecuted with vigor. 
A largo nrmy ia now gathering near Peking. 
Half of this army will guard the capital, 
and tho othor half will march to Korea bo- 
foro winter. Owing to tho freezing of tho 
Gulf of Pechill tho Japanoso will then not 
dorivo co much benefit from thoir navy aa 
thoy havo horetofore, and will bo doomed 
mora or less to inaotion. Tho correspondent 
states that rumora of negotiationa botweon 
tho United States, Great Britain, Russia 
and Gormany for tho holding of a conference 
to pavo tho way for poaco aro denied. 

LAURIEIt AT WINNIPEG. 

Ho Gives tho Koninn Catholic Delegates no 
Satisfaction as to tho School 
Question. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 4 —Thoro wero but fow 
now pointa in Mr. Laurior'a epeoch horo last 
night. Ho referred at length to tho school 
qucstion;ro.»fiirmlng hie position aa express- 
ed in Quebec that ho would abolish tho pro- 
sent school systom in Manitoba, if ho fcund 
It a Protestant systom. Tho rink waB pack- 
od to sulfboation this morning. A delega- 
tion of Roman Catholics visited Mr. Laurior 
regarding schools and aokod h ia uBsistanco 
to aoouro tho righta thoy claimed.

TRADES AND LABOR. 

Annual Meeting of the Council of Canada.— 
President's Address-Snmniary 
of Keports. 

Ottawa, Sept. 4.— (Special)--The annual 

eeting of the Trados and Labor Council of 
Canada opened hero to-day In the city hall 
chamber. Thero were forty delegate! 
present from Ontario and Quebec. The 
other provinces were not represented. Pres- 
ident Choquetto of tho Ottawa Trades and 
Labor Council and Mayor Cox on behalf ot 
the city welcomed the dologates. George 
T. Bealea, of Toronto, president of the Con- 
greBS, responded. 

In tho afternoon the Congress got down bo 
business. In his openingaddress the President, 
congratulated organized labor on having se- 
cured the recognition of Libor Day from 
parliament. The great question to come be- 
fore tho congress ia the recognition of the 
Patrons of Industry. The Western Ontario 
delegates woro favorable, but Eastern On- 
tario and Quebec will doubtless outvo'» 
them. Petitions are in circulation for the 
establishment of a Sunday oar service. 

Mr. Beales referred to the railway 
strike in tho StateB, in whioh ho Baid a few 
wealthy owners had set law and justice at 
defiance. Ho spoke of the grand results of 
the eleotion of bo many Patrons of Industry 
at tho recent provincial eleotions, and re- 
gretted that the Dominion government still 
gave a deaf ear to the mojority of their re- 
quests. He felicitated the Ontario govern- 
ment on the work of the bureau of in- 
dustries. 

The treasurer's report shows receipts of 
S495 and receipts of §393, with a balance on 
hand of §102. 

The report of tho executive committee of 
the trades congress recommends that the 
thanks of the congress be extended to the 
trades councils of Winnipeg, Vancouver, 
Viotoria and St. John, N.B., for the active 
way in whioh legislation in the interest of 
labor was handled in those provinces. On 
the other hand there were only three bllla 
passed by the Dominion Houso which had 
any reference to labor. Tho committee re- 
gretted that Mr. Lepino did not introduce 
his eight-hour bill.

LORD DUNMOBE'S WINTER WALK. 

Will He Succeed In Tramping From Asia to 
America Over the Bearing Strait 
Ice Bridge V 

Tho crossing of tho Behring straits on the 
ioe, whioh tho Earl of Dunmore and Mr. 
Benjamin Lavigne are to attempb next win- 
ter, although apparently an adventure for 
amis mout rather than a eoicntifio quest, 
will yet have a many-tided interest. The 
comparatively narrow waterway that sep- 
arates Asia and America, near tbo Atctio 
circle has often been studied, at least on the 
maps, with a view to its prospective uses for 
communication betweon the two oontinents, 
and long ago, before the problun of sub- 
marine oablee had become us simple of solu- 
tion as it is to day, tlioro was a project for n 
and telegraph through British Columbia 
and Alaska, crousiug there to Sibaria. It is 
no longer thought of, apparently, 

Anothor proji-ct that has often been con- 
aidered is tbabof bridging Bohring atraib, and 
so con8lruo'ing a railroad acrosB it. Ex-Gov. 
Gilpin, of Colorado, used to be interested in 
studying this enterprise. He oonsiderod 
that the valleys and plateaus of the Rooky 
Mountains could bo followed by a line of 
railway up the strait. Estimating this 
last as 48 miles wide at the point to be 
crossed, it would be broken nearly midway 
by the Dromeda islands. Those extend in 
suoh a way that practically tho problem 
would be further reduced to two bridges of 
a little over 20 miles eaoh on either side. 
Still, a 20 mile bridge over water is no 
child's play, evon in those days of triumph- 
ant engineering. But he beliovcd that a 
depth of not more than -10 foot could not be 
relied on with a solid bottom. Besides, a 
warm ourront from thoBCUtta passing through 
tho channel and corresponding in somo 
measure to the Gulf Stream of the Atlantic, 
keeps the strait, ho held, always open, and 
iceburgs UDknown thero, 

It will be observed, therefore, that the 
theory on which this enthusiastic projector 
proceeded would be fatal, if oorroot, to the 
coming trip over the ice, But undoubtedly 
in speaking of the atraib us always " open 
ex-Governor Gilpin may have used the term 
in only a relative sense. It was open enough, 
he thoughb, to insure bhe safety of bridges. 
Exactly to what extent It is open the pro- 
posed journey may determine, and thus 
after all it may havo a certain praotical 
value. If people cannot go across in boats 
and maintain a forry in aummer, perhaps 
they will bo all the more sure of boing 
able to travel between the continents on 
sledgeB in winter. Then in our timo may 
come the question whether there will be 
enough adventurous persons, or persons 
who have an uncontrollable horror of sea- 
sickness, to support a great northwestern 
railroad to the Old World. 

Meantime, if the trip of the Earl of 
Dunmore and Beoj, Lavigne provoB sue 
cessful, the noxt thing in order may be a 
sleigh from Canada to St, Petersburg. 
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PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 
A Decrease of More Than $90,00 In August. 

Washington Cm-, Sept. 3.— The monthly 
statement of the public debt issued by tho 
treasury department to-day shows a decrease 
in the public debt of $1,713,654, including cer 
tifioates and treasury notea offset by an equal 
amount of cash inthetreasury. Including tho 
certificates and treasury notes the decrease 
was $91,917. On August 31, 1894, the in- 
terast-bearing debt was $635,042,670, an in- 
crease for tho month of $30, The debt on 
whioh interest baa ceased since maturity 
was $1,831,750, a deorea.se for the month of 
$9,100. The debt bearing no interest 
amounted to $379,867,593, a decrease of 
$82,877. Certificates and treasury notes 
outstanding, offset by an equal amount of 
cash in tho treasury, waa $615,25* 572, a 
decrease for the month of $1,621,757 The 
aggregate debt August 31 was $1,632,092,585 

1'ho several items of cash in the treasury 
is given as follows: Gold coins and bare, 
$120,885,869, silver, $513,167,260, paper, 
$130,819,260; bonds and minor coins, $17,- 
330,897, aggregating $781,708,357, against 
whioh there are demand liabilities amount- 
ing to S654.535.260, leaving a cash hal&noo 
of $127,143,097, of which $55,216,900 is 
gold reserve, The increase in tho cash 
during the month was $8,802,745. 

A comparative statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of the government, issued 
by the treasury department to-day, shows 
the total receipts during August to have 
been $-10,417,605, as against $34,809,339 for 
the previous month. Of the receipts for 
August, $11,804,914 were from customs; 
$27,582,273 from intornal revenue, and 
$1,050,413 from miscellaneous sources. The 
expenditures aggregated $31,656,636, which 
leaves an unexpendod balance for the month 
of $8,760,969

Loudon, Sept. 4.— The trades union con- 
gress opened hero yosterday. About 100 
delegates were present. Among them were 
John Barns, Ben Tillet, Tom Mann and 
Harry Lloyd, the latter from the American 
Federation of Labor. John BurnB, M.P., 
the labor leader, was electod chairman. 

The Dutch warships are continuing the 
bombardment of Matarar, the capital of 
Lombok.'East Indies. The Balint z garrison 
of that city has not ventured to attack the 
Dutch forces ashore. 

Mrt. Vanderbilt is on tho continent with 
her three children. There has practioally 
been no oommuuicUion between Mr. Van- 
derbilt and his wifo for somo weeks, but it 
is tepottel that renewed efforts are being 
made to bring about at least formal recon- 
ciliation. It is now considered that thiswill 
be done. 

A dispatch from Berlin says ; Bismarck 
is much depressed ovor the illness of his 
wife, and it is feared that should her illness 
prove fatal he will collapse. 

It haB been proved that the circular pur 
porting to have been issued by the Irish par- 
liamentary party asking for contributions 
from English, members of parliament was a 
forgery. 

Alargenumbor of arrests havo been made 
in oonneotion with the Nihilist plot at 
Kaluga, Russia. 

The police are making a, house to house 
search for Anarchists at Frankfort. 

Mr. Redmond, leader for the Parnollites, 
in a speech at Dublin, deolarcdthatthe great 
political crime of the abandonment of Par- 
nell had resulted in the corruption of the 
real Irish party and in the bendiDg of its 
knee to England. 

Emperor William unveiled a monument at 
Koenlgsburg to the memory of his grand- 
father, William I. He was acoompanied by 
the Empress. The city was>nfobe. 

A dispatch from Berlin to tho Times Biyb 
that the German press, in commenting on 
Samoan affairs, emphatically demands that 
an end b» put to tho intolerable situation 
there. The German p&pors dealare that the 
tripartite agreement for the government of 
the island \b the root of evil and should be 
repealed. The Vossiche Zsitung suggnsts 
that Germany summon a conference in Ber- 
lin for the purpoBo of ondeavoring to solve 
the question, at the same time, it is added, 
Germany does not intend to relax her olaims 
or to Bgree to tho proposal made by New 
Zealand that the administration of the gov- 
ernment of the islands be submitted to that 
colony. 

In accordance with the desire expressed 
by the Duke of Orleans, son of the Count of 
Paris, who is Bald to bo dying at Stowe- 
house, near London, that prayers be Baid in 
the ohurcheB for the restoration of his 
father, low mass was celebrated at the Church 
of the Madeleine. They were attended by 
all the notable royalists in Paris, each of 
w hom displayed deep emotion. 

A dispatch from Rome says affiirs in Italy 
have again assumed a grave aspec:. Agra- 
rian crimes are frequent and the ill-feeling 
of the peasantry againBt the land owners, 
which was dormant during theBtateof siege, 
is now found in seditious proportions. The 
government is asked to take strenuouB meas- 
ures to improve the relations between the 
land owners and tenants. 

A Cape Town dispatch to the Times says 
that business is at a standstill In Loreoi) 
Marquen, on the north side of Delagoa bay, 
owing tn a revolt of the natives. A Portu- 
guese launch fired on by natives returned 
the fire, killing a number of the natives. 
None of the Portuguese were hurt. 

The Kaiser has telegraphed to the pro- 
tect of police of Berlin to return to this city 
on account of anarchist threats. 

Archduke Charles Louis, aoting on be- 
half of Emperor Francis Joseph, opened the 
international hygienic congress at Buda- 
Pesth, Hungary, Sunday. 

President Hippolyte, of Hayti, is Baid to 
be mortally ill, and when he dies it i» 
thought a very uncertain stato of affairs will 
prevail, and a revolution will be among the 
possibilities. 

Sixty Canadian pilgrims attended mass 
on Sunday morning in the hall of the conais- 
tory at Rome. The pope acted as celebrant. 
After the service his holiness permitted the 
pilgrims to kiss his hand, and expressed a 
few pleasant words to each of them.

T. 1*. O'Connor's Opinions ns to tho Social 
and Other Conditions KxlstliiK fu 
tho Untied SUtes. 

London, Sept. 4 — T. P. O'Connor, IriBh 
M.P., known to the journalistic world as 
" Tay Pay," has indulged in a personal re- 
trospect of the foamy side of America as a 
prelude to on extended review of Mr. Stoad's 
book on Chicago. Ho saya that ho haa vis- 
ited tho United States twice and that al- 
though, on the occasion of hia first visit, 
everything appeared to be roso-oolored, he 
felt impelled to tho declaration that he 
" smelt blood in the air." Whilo thnro was 
unexampled prosperity on every hand, whilo 
simple mechanics wuro transformed into 
princely millionaires with a Buddonness 
that recalled Aladdin's lamp, while there 
was perfect (quality of citi/.anhood, whilo 
thore was bread and work for all, yet there 
was muttering of tho apparent storm that 
has since brokon so fiercely in the form of 
frothy declamors calling themselves social- 
ists, and who denounced the very institu- 
tions that thoy should havo protected. 
" My second vieit (made in '9'-!)," oontinued 
Mr. O'Connor, "brought homo to mo the 
faot that is now beginning to be generally 
understood, that America haa not rellovod, 
bub rather aggravated those social difficul- 
ties and dill'jronooB which havo so long 
boon the reproach and despair of tho older 
sooloties. In no oountry in tho world did 
wealth appear so hard, callous and omnipo- 
tent — poverty bo helpless, sudden and fierce 
as in that splendid young republic which at 
ono time seotned so promise tho world a new 
heaven and a now earth. And reoklose as 
has been tho manner in which in Eagland 
wo have allowed tho inheritance of the 
country to bo boBtowed froe of ohargo upon 
the individual, that of America seemed to be 
to teach ovon more abysmal depths — and 
without tho oxouso wo can urgo, of tho 
traditions and horltagca of a sooioty joined 
by indissoluble ; links to tho romotoat paBt."

THE VANDEBBILTS. 

An Indiscreet Couple Who Did Not Keep 
Their Personal Disagreements 
to Themselves. 

LONDDN, Sept. 4.— The domestic affairs of 
William K. Vanderbllt have been subjects 
of goasip in Amerioan olrcleB in London and 
Paris for the paat two months. Within a 
few days to theBe reports have been added 
the assertion that a legal separation haB 
been agreed upon between Mr. Vanderbllt 
and his wife, and that a settlement of 
SIO.OOO.OOO had been provided for Mrs. 
Vanderbllt by her huaband. There haa yet 
been no legal separation within the knowl- 
edge of their Loudon frienda. The Van- 
derbiltB have not been particularly dis- 
creet regarding thoir private affairs since 
they came here at the end of their long 
orutee early in the Bummer. They have had 
disagreements which have not been kept 
from the eyes and ears of others. They 
have quarreled more than once. When 
they went to Paris Mrs. Vanderbllt was not 
pleased with her quarters at the Hotel Con- 
tinental. She haa the rooms emptied and 
furnished them richly herself. Mr. Van- 
derbllt did nob like this. 

Before coming to London, Mrs. Vander- 
bllt engaged roomB at tho Hotel Berkeley, 
Mr. Vanderbllt called at the Berkeley and 
expressed mucL annoyance at whab hiB wife 
had done, leaving word bhat no rooms were 
wanted, as bhey woro going bo Bbop ab 
Brown's hobol. Mrs. Vanderbilt, however, 
wenb to the Berkeley and Mr. Van- 
derbilt went to Brown's hobel, and 
bhey remained ab their respective 
hotels dur'ng the few days they 
were in London. Mr. Vanderbilt hired 
Daneavillo houae, on the Thames, near Hen- 
ley, for the aummer. Mrs. Vanderbilt wont 
there in July and remained until a few days 
ago. Her husband was rarely there. On 
TueBday, AuguBt 1, Mrs. Vanderbilt left 
Danesfield, saying she was goiog to join her 
husband in Paris and go with him to the 
German watering places. The BervantB, ex- 
cept those In personal attendance on her, re- 
main ac Dancsville house, under instructions 
to wait for further otders. Mr. Vanderbilt 
has been ab the Hotel Continental in Paris 
for a week paBt. Whebher he still intonds 
bo go bo Hamburg and CarUbad with his 
wife, hiB friends in London are unable to Bay, 
bub they know nothing to the contrary.

A Negro Immigration Fraud Shot by ThoBe 
he had Deceived. 

Atlanta, Sepb. 4. — Information was re- 
ceived here to-day that Rev. B. F. Gaston 
the negro who haa boen induoing people to 
emigrate to Africa, was shot and killed to- 
gether with six of his friends, at Devereaux 
in Hancock county this morning. Gaston 
has been there for somo time, working his 
scheme. It is Baid hia assailants were neg- 
roes whom ho had duped on a former occa- 
sion. 

Jnpnnese Official En Koute to Japan. 

San Francisco, Sepb. 3 —Prince Koui- 
atsu. a cousin of his majesty, the emperor 
of Japan, arrive 1 from the eaat yesterday, 
acoompanied by N. S. Nagasaki, his cham- 
berlain, who is also master of ceremonies bo 
the emperor. They will remain until 
Thursday, when bhey will leave on bhe 
■beamer Belglo for home. A year ago bhe 
prince was senb to Europe by the Japanese 
emperor to Btudy methods of modern war- 
fare, as pursued by the nations of Europe. 
He passed through America by way of Van- 
couver and Montreal In August of last year 
and has since been pursuing the duties of 
hie position in Franco. He says that he was 
on the point of projecting a trip from Mar- 
tellies through the Mediterranean and Red 
teas bo India and from bhere up the Asiatic 
coast to Japan when he heard that war had 
been declared. He determined to hasten 
home without loss of time and decided to 
come by way of America because it was the 
quickest route. Prince Komatsu says he is 
overjoyed at the hearty reception he has 
reoeived ab the hands of all the Americans 
he came in contact with.

CHINA'S EMPEROR. 

The Emperor of China is kept in tho 
strictest seclusion. His reaidence is sur 
rounded by high walls and there are guards 
at every entrance. The Emperor's court is 
the most exclusive injthe world. The diffi 
culties which all but a very highly favored 
few have to overcome in order to obtain an 
interview with the Emperor are literally 
insuperable. Yet jealously aa the Emperor 
is guarded, and dilficnit as it is to find out 
what is going on in the palace, enterprising 
and influential journals are in a position to 
give outside barbarians information about 
the way in which His Celestial Highness 
lives and the troubles with which he is 
afllicted, for he, like his fellow mortals, Hub 
his griefs and his annoyances. 

The young Emperor's chief trouble ia ono 
which is peculiarly grievous to a young man 
who delights in having his own way and one 
which, alas ! in these as in all other days 
in too common. He is — name it nob in Gath 
— under petticoat government, and its yoke 
galli him dreadfully. He has made many 
attempts to throw it off ; but they have all 
hitherto been ineffectual. Her Majesty the 
Empress Dowager rules him, if not with a 
rod of iron, with one sufficiently sharp and 
stinging to cause him at times to long to be 
independent. Her Majesty, ib is evident, 
has a high idea of her importance in 
the State. She is soon to celebrate 
her sixtieth birthday, and the pre- 
parations that are being made are on 
a icilo altogether too extravagant to 
ploase tho Emperor who, it seems, 
has a frugal mind. It is whispered too that 
Her Majesty has become rather too fond of 
money, and that the gifts which are pour 
ing in upon her from all parts of tho empire 
are highly valued by her. Tho Emperor 
would fain cheek the|stream, butaa the whole 
officialdom of the Empire upholds and en- 
courages tho Ernproaa, his efforts are 
rain, Her Majesty has hitherto baon tho 
great dispenser of patronage, and those who 
aro looking for placo and promotion natur- 
ally bblievo that hor power is as groat as 
Bverit was, and that it will continue undimin- 
ished. Tho London Times sayB, and most 
likely with truth, that "thoro is no question 
of love or devotion to the peraon or tho 
policy of tho Empresa Dowagor, but only a 
worldly recognition of tho dominant will of 
the dispenser of patronago." 

We read too that the young Emperor who 
struggles in vain againat the rule of the 
EmprcKE Dowager, has a tompor of his own 
which breaks out now and then in ways 
that are not exactly pleasant to tho officials 
of the Court. Ono of thorn, who is chief of 
his Department, offended His Majesty, 
whereupon bo thero and then had him 
beaten. Ho told tho culprit, while ho was 
undergoing puniBhmont, that this time it 
is In (boat) next timo it will bo ulia (kill.)" 
We seo from thia that tho Emperor of 
China is not exactly aa happy us ono would 
expect a young Emperor to bo. Ib is said 
that ho is manfully striving to govern, and 
that ho is most desirous to got in. 
formation from those of his sub- 
jects who have resided in foreign 
lands. Whot wo in Amorioa call 
boodling has bocomo o lino art in China and 
Ib carried on to an Immense extent. Tho 
Emperor shows a disposition to bo very se- 
vere on tho boodlors. It is nuid that ho 



does not spare thoae of them who are found 
guilty — no matter how much he may have 
liked them, or how high the positions they 
had occupied. 

How tho special correspondent of the 
Times obtained information relative to 
tho Court of Pekin we have not the slight- 
est idoa. If it were nob for tho high ohorac- 
ter of the paper, we would bo tempted to 
suspect that be drew upon his Imagination 
for his facta. P.ut, wo are morally turo that 
this ia not tho cuso. Wo are fully convinced 
that the information uiveu by tho Times 
relative to tho Court of Pekin is reliable, 
however it may havo been obtained. 



TUB FAST ATLANTIC LINE. 

Mr. Jamea Huddart and Messrs. James 
and Alexander Allan havo had a short and 
rather sharp controversy in tho London 
Times relative to the fast Atlantic lino. 
The lottors do not throw a great deal of light 
on the subject. Pretty much all that can 
be learned from them is that Mr. Huddart 
is exceedingly dcsirouB to float his Bchemo 
and that tho Messrs. Allan aro inclined, 
without making too much noiso about it, to 
throw obstacles in his way. Aa to the feasi- 
bility of the project, tho reader will know as 
much or as little about that after ho has 
road the letters aa before he saw them. 

Mr. Huddart meeta tho objoction of 
high apeed in tho gulf and river 
St. Lawrence ingeniously, if not satisfac- 
torily to those oapublo of forming an intelli- 
gent opinion on the subject. He asks, in 
effect, if for tho last twenty yoars atoam- 
ships running fourtoen knots an hour have 
navigated those waters without a single 
disaster, why oannot steamships running 
twenty miles an hour do the aamo 1 In the 
open sea the risk to both ships is just tho 
same, and there can be no difference in the 
more confined aea of tho Gulf. BesideB, he 
Bays, vessels having twin screws aro more 
easily managed, and can more readily escape 
sudden danger than vobsoTb propelled by one 
screw. The Allans allege that the fast 
line cannot pay, and Mr. Huddart be- 
lieves that it will. The goneral public 
will, we think, find it difficult to de- 
cide whioh of the disputants is right. 
Impartial persons will be apt to oonolude 
that tho judgment of both ia biassed (per- 
haps unconsciously) by what each regards to 
be his or their interest. Mr. Huddart, who 
wrote on the 11th of last month, appeared 
to be quite sanguine of carrying out his 
scheme to a successful issue. 

A friend to the Faat Line has sprung up 
in an unexpected quarter. At the dinner 
given to Admiral Hopkins and the officers of 
the North Atlantic equadron by the citizens 
of Montreal, the propoeed Fast Line was 
one of tho topics touched by him ; he said : 

Now, as a sailor, I am going to make a 
few remarks upon a point, which, I believe, 
intereats you all. We havo all read and 
heard with the greatest interest of the 20 - 
knot service that has been projected be- 
tween this country and England, and yon 
have all read a good deal in the papers of 
the pros and cons of the 20 knot serviee. 
Mow, I say to ynu, Montrealers and people 
of Canada, don't give up the fast service. 
( Applause. ) Why should you be left out in 
tho cold because there are a few icebergs in 
the Straits of Balle Isle. ("Never" and 
cheers ) If you can got up to tho Straits 
cf Belle Isle in four days, how much 
bettor that is than getting up in seven. 
Even if you have to wait 24 houra in the 
atraita, four and one only make five days, 
and seven and one only make eight. 
(Applause ) Whatever argument you hear 
about waiting for ico, applies aa much to the 
slow service aB to the fast, I say stiok to 
the faBt aervioe, and for thia reaaon : You 
have some hard-hooded, atrong-minded men 
amongat you who pushed that railway right 
along to the Pacific, and if these mon had 
been deterred by difficulties, do you suppose 
you would havo had that railway, which ia 
the admiration of the world ? Do you sup- 
pose you would have had that faat steam- 
ship eorvice on the Pacific if the promotors 
had been deterred by people saying : " It ia 
a long way across the Pacific and the trnffij 
will not pay for an 18 knot service J" You 
find that tourists and others are flocking up 
from the south and going aorosB by the C.P.R. 
because they find these mognificent Empresses 
waiting to take them over to China and 
Japan and all other places. Therefore I say 
as a naval officer : " Don't give up that 
great undertaking." Never mind what 
poople say about it not paying. It it don't 
pay that's somebody else's business. A 
good many things don't pay at first. Nobody 
can come into this groat country without 
feeling that there is a tremendous future in 
store for Canada. I spoak aa a southerner, 
but I admiro the north. Look at Scotland, 
I am not a Scotchman or I would not dare 
to say it. That little country has done 
things wo aro all proud of, and if Canada 
becomes tho Scotland of this groat continent, 
you havo a mugnificont future beforo you. 
(Checra.) 



'4 SURE CURE." 



It ia said that Dr. Koch has given tho 
world another specific. He claima to havo 
found a certain cure for diphtheria. Ha in- 
oculates cattlo^with tho diphtheria bacillus. 
Whon tho disease in tho animal has arrived 
at a certain stage, ho takes part of its blood 
and injects it into tho body of tho patient 
Buffering from diphtheria. If tho remedy is 
applied in timo tho patient will bo suro to 
reoover. The new treatment has boen tried 
in Now York as woll as in Gormany, and the 
result has been such aa to induce the 
doctors who huvo witnessed ila ef- 
fects to apply to tho Health Depart- 
ment for a grant of $M0,000 to eatabliah 
a depot for the cultivation of the romody. 
It does not appear that tho proparod blood 
which is callod antitoxino, ij to ho applied 
like vaccino matter to healthy porsonB to 
fortify thorn against tho diseuso. It, as far 
aa wo can seo, is to bo uaod only on poraous 
who aro Buffering from diphthoria. Those 
who havo witneasod tho effecta of tho now 
cure aay that it is tho groatest romody 
that has been discovered sinoo tho introduc- 
tion of vaccination. They, howovor, may 
bo mistaken. Tho exoitemont whioh tho 
supposed discovery of a euro for consump- 
tion by Dr. Koch oauBed, ia still fresh in tho 
minds of many. Tho hopes then raiBod wore 
never realized, Tho Consumption cure was 
a disappointment, if not a complete failure. 
Who is to say that tho diphtheria euro will 
not prove equally disappointing ? 



STARTLING CONSIDERATIONS. 

There aro many intelligent mon in Great 
Britain who are disappointed with the 
tho working of freo trade. They say it has 
not produced the results expected from it, 
and that it would bo foolish after bo long 
and ao fair a trial, now to expect thorn. 
Among theso is. Mr. Walter Besunt, tho 
author. Ho boa dlrocted the uttoution of 
British public men to the immense Bums of 
money which Er gland pays for supplies 
from abroad, and that, ton, at a time when 
there aro thousands upon thousands in the 
kingdom who can get nothing to do. Ho 
remindod the gentlemen whom he addreseod 
that tha Dines furnished moro than half tho 
pork used in the British navj ; lubricating 
oil is supplied from America; boilers wero 
recently brought from Prance und used in 
equipment of gunboats. Bentwood ohaira, 
which could he eaaily manufactured in Eng- 
land, are imported from Amorioa; tho Brit- 
ish float is supplied with D.kniBh butter, aud 
tho Admiralty uae Gorman boats; foreign 
piper, Bavarian pencils and SwediBh 
matches are fupp iod to tho Government 
stationery offices. All thiB means loss to 
labor at home. ''Lot ua remembor that 
55,000,000 spent out of tho country," 
arguns Mr. Besant, "deprivoa at loast 1,500 
Britiah workingmen of their daily broad, 
and that it sends to tho workhouse or 
abroad at loast 7,000. Is that a mattor to 
bo disregarded :" 

TUB OTHER SIDE. 

A good deal has been said and written 
about the fearful corruption that was prac- 
ticed in Newfoundland at the laBt gonoral 
oloction, Sir W. Whitoway and his col- 
leagues are represented as being bold and 
shamcleas corruptionista, and it is said that 
they got tjnly their doserts when they wore 
driven from power, unseated and diiquali- 
fiod. Very few comparatively havo heard 
the other side of tho story. When that is 
heard it will be found that judged by the 
Newfoundland standard thero waa nothing 
at all unusual in the election practices of 
eithor party during tho campaign. A new 
law bad boen enacted which made practices 
which had been before then usual, illegal, 
This is how the story is told by Mr. A. R. 
Whiteway : 

Tho only charges brought home wero of 
bribery in a purely technical Benae, and wero 
such as it would be difficult to avoid with- 
out the employment of skiled election agentp, 
experienced in working with the fear of tho 
Corrupt Practices Act before their eyes. In 
Newfoundland auch agents do not exist. 
The Newfoundland Election Law is of com- 
paratively recent date, having boen intro- 
duced into the island only in 1883. Thia is 
the first election that baa been held under it, 
and the fact that all the petitions were pre- 
sented only two hours beforo the expiration 
of the time fixed for their presentation — 
viz , two months from polling day, and 
therefore too late for counter potitions 
would seem to indicate that the Opposition 
members wero eager to prevent tho possi 
billty of inquiry into their own doings. Ib 
is, in faat, aB plain as anything can be that 
the new Act made into offences acts whioh 
were nob offences before it parsed — acts 
whioh had alwaya provailod extensively on 
both sides at every previous oloction, and 
which no one regarded as violating any ob- 
ligation. The Act has been utilized in a 
not over-sorupulous manner to wreck tho 
predominant party in the colony— a party 
thit by its public-Bpirited policy in tho past 
has Bhown in a practical manner its desire 
to advance the intereats of the working 
claascs, a fact which is further evidenced by 
tho enormous majiritieB it has hitherto com- 
manded, and the bitter leeling evinced by 
its opponents in the late struggle.

Tho city council held its regular meeting 
last night. His Worship tho Mayor and the 
full aldermanic board woro present. 

A communication was road from the 
board of Bchool trustees, calling attention to 
the urgent need of Bower connections in the 
North Ward uchool. 

Ald. Styles— This matter should bo at- 
tended to at once if possible ; let it be re- 
ferred to tho aowerago committee for a re- 
port. 

It was so ordered. 

The Department of the Interior wiahod to 
inform the city of an application from John 
Brown for permission to anchor a floating 
boat house in James bay. Roferred to the 
atroota committee. 

The deputy provincial secretory transmit- 
ted a minute in council regarding the pro- 
poaed visit of Princo Galitzin. This waa 
accompanied by a number of official com- 
munications hearing on the subject. Ro- 
ferred to the Mayor with power to aofc. 

Tho aocretary of tho Jubilee hoapital 
notified the council that tho hospital was 
now full with the exception of two bods. 
It would be impossible to receive further 
gueata in a ahort time unless some steps 
were taken to provide further accommoda- 
tions. 

Referred to tho Old Men's Homo oommit- 
teo. 

" Coour Fidole " wished to point out that 
hia plana for tho James Bay causeway wero 
all that could bo desired under the circum- 
atancos. Such a work, in his opinion, should 
not be carried out along cheese-paring lints.

Chief Eogineer Gray of the V. & S. rail- 
road, asked for specific directions for the 
filling in of the treatle on Elk Lake. The 
Clerk waa inBtructed to inform Mr. Gray 
that a top width of 10 feet ia required. 

The Market Superintendent reported 
§135 85 aa tho monthly receipts. 

J. Holland and eleven others presented a 
petition for sewerage for the North Ward. 
Koforred to the committee. 

MesBra. Winter and Robinaon, of the 
Plumber's union, urged the council to 
appoint practical men aa plumbing in- 
spectors. 

Ald. Baker— Now that wo are putting 
in the new Bowers it is time that we had an 
inspector of plumbing. ThiB matter Bhould 
be referred to the sewerage committee for a 
report. Ii was bo ordered. 

ALD. DWYKH was granted leave to intro- 
duce a market by-law amendment by-law. 

Tho finance committee aeked for the ex- 
penditure of $1,7-0 '27 for sundry accounts 
Ordered paid. The same committee aeked 
for §47 out of the '• olectiic" fund, $25,000 
on the Agricultural Association by-law, and 
§.'15.000 on tho Jubilee Hospital by-law. 
Ordered paid. Tho finance committee asked 
for tho transfer of §92 70 left over from tho 
old Sewerage by-law. Alio granted. 

Ald Styles wished to know what had 
been done in the matter of widening Herald 
street. 

Ald Keith-Wilson— Let us know who 
owcb the property. If It belongs to the city 
let 'he churoh people move. If it don't, wo 
can't buy real estate for other people. 

Ald Baker — If a oommittee should wait 
on tho ohurch people I think thoy oould be 
induced to move. 

Aftor Borne further discussion the council 
adjournod. 



A LEAP FROM HISTORY. 

What tho Then Water Commissioner Had to 
Say in 11190 of tho Sourco of 
Victoria's Supply. 

In his annual reporb for tho yoar just 
closed, Mr. Poter Summerfield (shortly be- 
foro retiring from tho office of water com- 
missioner, which ho had held for some 
years) said, under date of January 9, 1891, 
aftor deaoribing in detuil tho improvements 
during tho year- and tho condition at its 
olose, of tho city mains, hydrants and 
meters, workshops, tools, etc. : 

" The condition < f the lakes is about as 
bad bb it well could be, the wholo of the sub- 
merged swamp from the prosont dam to tho 
mouth of Elk lake being obsolutely unfit as 
a aourco from which to obtain potable water. 
Tho improvements necessary to provide the 
citizens of Victoria with good water consist 
of building a dam aerosB tho mouth of Elk 
lake proper, raising the surfuo elevation of 
tho lake ao aa to storo tho rainfall in the re- 
duced area, and instead of submerging low, 
flit land, raising embankments wherever 
necessary. 

"The completion of the 2-1 inch main to 
tbeolty, tho cnnBiruciion of tho dam across 
the mouth of Elk lako (thereby raising its 
top water elevation several feet, and cutting 
off all the objectionable, shallow, swampy 
portions) ; and the conduit from Elk lake to 
tho present filter beds, would utilize every- 
thing available as a sourco of water supply 
for tho city of Viotoria ; and any increased 
eupply for tho now largely extended city, 
will have to be obtained from some other 
guthniing ground. 

" Tho quostion of water Bupply to the city 
of Victoria ia one that iB increasing in dil- 
ficulty every day, and will requiro very 
careful conaideration at the meetingB of tho 
next board of aldermen, inaamuoh aa tho 
fact that a city of 20,000 inhabitants re- 
quires more water than one of 10,000 ahould 
now bo realized, and provision made accord- 
ingly." 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Tho two big boilers in the ateam collier 
Costa Rica at Spratt's wharf, will be re- 
moved by this morning. They will be re- 
placed by now ones out of the Albion Iron 
Works shops. Tho Bteamer'a machinery is 
uIbo boing taken apart and subjected to a 
thorough cloaning, the work of all of which, 
requiring tho aervices of many mechanics, 
will take many weeks. 

The barkentino Wrestler will, it iB ex- 
pected, bo brought around from Esquimalt 
on Saturday to havo Bpars placed in her and 
to bo othorwiao fitted out for Bervico. In- 
ternal repairs are boing made on the vessel 
which will, it ia thought, take a few more 
dayB to complete. 

StoamBliip Danube commenced discharg- 
ing 4,000 caBes of bor aalmon cirgo into tho 
ship City of Glasgow yeBterday. It is tho 
first salmon that tho ship baB yet received.

Corporation Fails to Cut Off the Cold 
Storage Company's Etqui- 
malt Water. 



Water Supplied by the City PronouHced 
"Uuilt for Human 
Use." 



Tho o»Be of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria v. the Eequimalt Water Works 
and the Cold Storage and loe Company, 
came up in the Supreme court yeaterday 
before Mr. Justioe Drake. The corporation 
made application for an injunction to re- 
atrain the E;qulmalt Wator Works Com- 
pany from furnishing water to the Cold 
Storage and Ice CompaDy, and the latter 
from UBlng tho name. The case grew out 
of the ftct that tho cold storage company, 
finding the city water unfit for use, arranged 
with tho E:quimalt company to place a ping 
on the west side of the upper harbor. From 
this hydrant the cold storage company laid 
a pipe on their own property and conveyed 
the water to their plant. 

The ctse was opened with a disposition of 
Edward A. Wilmot, city water commis- 
sioner. This was to tho effect that he had 
visited tho premises lately known as the 
Janion hotel, (now the cold storage plani), 
and had found the city water cut off. He 
also found that pipes had been laid across 
the harbor by tho Esquimalb & Nanaimo 
railroad bridge, and that .the said pipes 
were brought on to the Janion hotel 
premises. He had entered these premises 
and had drawn some water from a tap 
there. He had inquired from a clerk of the 
cold storage company its to whore tho 
water was obtained, and received a reply 
that it was supplied by the Esquimalt Water 
WorkB Company. 

ThomaB Preece, foreman of tbo city of 
Victoria water works, deposed that he had 
received notice from Sir. Stamford, for tho 
cold storage company, that the pipes which 
supplied tue Janion hotel property wore to 
be disconnected, and that connections would 
be mado with the Eaquimalt Water Works 
Company. 

On visiting the premises on August 15 he 
had found the pipes in tho cellar discon- 
nected, and a pipe laid as described by Mr. 
Wilmot. He had drawn wator trom a tap, 
and had been informed by a olerk that it 
was supplied by tho Eequimalt Water 
Works Company. 

Mr. D. M. Eberts, Q C, for the city, pro- 
duced a copy of the letter sent to the secre- 
tary of the Eiquimalt Water Works Co., 
warning the company to desist from laying 
the pipes and supplying tho water. 

The motion for an injunction was then 
read, at king for an order restraining the 
Eaquimalt company from supplying water 
to the cold storage company, and the latter 
from using or allowing to be used water so 
supplied. 

For the defence, Mr. Theodore Lubbe, 
manager and secretary t f the Eaquimalt 
Water WorkB Company, deposed : 

1. That the Esquimalt company, at tho 
request of Mr. James Dunsmulr, placed a 
meter for the Bupply of water on the west 
side of Victoria harbor, that he might ob- 
tain such water as he r< quired there. 

2. That the defendant water works com- 
pany had not laid any pipes boyond the 
limits allowed by their aot of incorporation 
and amending act, and that they had not 
laid any pipe to carry water from the weBt 
side of the harbor of Victoria to the city of 
Victoria. This had been the substance of 
the reply to the letter of Mesars. EbertB & 
Taylor for the city. 

Mr. James Dunsmuir deposed that he had 
madearrargements with the Esquimalt Water 
Works Compiny to plaoe a meter for him on 
the west side of Viotoria harbor 1 ( thai; a cold 
storage building and ice works had fceen 
built in Victoria oily on property adjoining 
the harbor ; that for the purpose of conduct- 
ing thus business it was neceaaary to obtain a 
supply of good wholesome water ; that the 
defendant, Joan Olive Dunsmuir, has a large 
number of pe:sonS in hor employ on 
P« those cold storage promises who re- 
quire good and wholoiome water to drink. 
For the purpose of obtaining such a supply 
for the cold Btorage plant and the employes 
a pipe had been connected with *,'.io meter 
put in by tho E quimalt Ws '^f Worka Com- 
pany, this pipe to b' g Drought under the har- 
bor tP thj ooitj storage building. 

The Connection of thecity water workiwith 
the cold storage building had beenaeverod be- 
cause the water supplied by tho city water 
worka waa of a diBguBting character, foul 
smelling and full of living organisms and 
totally utfit for human use and in the busi- 
ness of ice making. In proof of this the 
following letter, marked exhibit " A " was 
submitted : 

To His Worship Mai/or Teague and Board 
of Aldermen : 

" Gf.NTLEMKK— By request of His Wor- 
■hip the Mayor I accompanied him to Elk 
and Buavor lakes, with the object of ex- 
amining tho sources of tho city's water Bup- 
ply, to ascortain tho local causea by which 
the wutor might be deteriorated. 

" In the course of our investigation wo 
sailed over the lakes and walked along the 
surrounding banks, and thua obtainod a 
practical knowledge of the conditions under 
whioh the water ia atored and those through 
which it passes on its way to the supp'y 
pipoa. 

" We found tho wator in tho contro of Elk 
lake apparently pure, its appoaranoe giving 
every indication of this quality ; but on tho 
banks tracts of sedgy, marshy land wore 
Been, tho drainage trom whioh could not fail 
to detract from the quality of tho wator 
however good it might uppear to be. 

" The banks in many placoa woro over- 
grown with underbrush to high water mark, 
and decaying vegetablo matter txtonded 
into tho wator, forming the habitat of germ 
life. 

" Kosidofl, on the one eido tho Saanioh 
road passes, forming a portion of tho shore, 
to constitute in itself a considerable volume 
of matter by which tho water is polluted. 

" Tho railroad on tho opposite bank ovor 
hanga the lake, but from its sandy, gravolly 
naturo does not furnish tho same dotorior 
ating faotor us doea tho highway ; another 
source of impurity arises from tho drainage 
of cultivated Belt's noar the lake. 

" Elk lake is a natural lake, but an you 
may aeo its condition might bo improved 
materially, to render it oligiblo as a recop- 
caolo of good water. 

" Boavor lako, through which tho water 
paBSOs, h practically an artificial lako, and in 
its construction oaro was not taken to chur 
ksaurfttco and alao its banks of all vegetablo 
matter lnforo lotting in tho water, and rais- 
ing it to a hoight, which causes it to cover 
its prcBonb new area ; hence wo havo in the 
lako decomposing vegotablo matter and largo 
floating islands of vogotable growth, whioh 
in no way oonduco to tho purity of the 
wator, particularly in the hot aoaaon, as it 
pasaos through tho lako. . . . 

"I would auggest that, at [tho prosont 
timo, nothing moro bo dono than to put tho 
prosont Cltorlng syatom in an efficient atato, 
which I might atato should not exceed five 
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thousand dollars (S5000), and before a Urge- 
amount of money be spent on the present 
source of supply, I would further suggest, 
with a view to settling upon the beat and 
cheapest aouroe cf supply for our city at its 
present Bi/,3, and also when Rrown to double 
its population, that a commission of eugin- 
eera be formed, of which our city engineer 
bo one, to investigate and report upon the 
three availttblo sources, Elk and Beaver 
lakes, Goldstream and Sooke lakes, keeping 
in view in examining eaoh Bource the follow- 
ing points : 

" 1 The purity of its water. 

" 2 The volume of water obtainable. 

" 3 The head of water. 

"4 The total ooBt. 

" At the present time the citizsrs should 
thoroughly boil the water before using it for 
drinking purposeB. 

" I have the honor to be, gentlemen,

To this waB added tho following affidavit 
from the publio analyst : 

" I, Herbert Carmichael, of Victoria, 
British Columbia, public analyst, make oath 
and say as follows : 

" 1. In my eapaoity of publio analyst I 
received samples of the oity water for an- 
alysis. Tho water was reported to me as 
being brought from four different places, 
viz : One sample from a oity tap, ore from 
Beaver lako dam, one from the. middle of 
Beaver lake, and one from tho middle of 
Eik lake. 

"21 analyzsd each of the said samples 
of water, and I classified each ef the said 
samples as amongst the waters totally unfit 
for human use. 

(Sd.) " Herbert Carmichael " 

At the conclusion the application was re- 
fused with ooats. Hon. C. E. Pooloy for 
the Esquimalt Water Works Company and 
Messrs. R. Dunsmuir & Co.; and Eberts & 
Taylor for the corporation.

DRY GOODS TRADE, 

Manifest Improvement, But Nothing; Morn 
Than What Would Have Been Con- 
sldered a Fair Business. 

New York, Sept. 4.— The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
review of the dry goods market, says that 
the demand for all descriptions of merchan- 
dise has heen well sustained and baa shown 
further expansion in a number of directions. 
Tbero has been an excellent attendance of 
buyers, and mail and wire orders have been 
constant and large. Business in comparison 
with rocent experiences is of a large volume, 
but when considered in connection with the 
great number of bnyers now operating it is 
really far from reaching extravagant dimen- 
sions. It 1b business arising more from 
necessities than the outcome of any disposi- 
tion to speculate. Even with themarket show- 
ing an all ronnd hardening tendency the pur- 
chases of cotton goods, although more liberal, 
would not have been conaidered other than 
fair in gone-by normal seasons. There is 
both a doferred and natural demand being 
met. It is necessary to bear this in tnind, 
as, in some quarters, there ia a disposition 
to overrun improvement and so force it, in- 
stead of nursing it along. Buyers are more 
confident, but still Bhow the effect of the ex- 
periences of the past twelve months or more 
in keeping oloee to aotual necdj. The 
changes in prioes during the past week have 
all been in an upward direotion where an- 
nounced. Besides, there has been a quiet 
hardening of values in other quarters.

York — a slender, pret- 
ty girl, gowned in ex- 
cellent style and nothing peculiar about 
her savo the bright, alert Hashes of her 
[lark (yes. 

"If you want to bo amused and per- 
haps instructed, I advise you to watch 
her, " said tho floorwalker, nodding in 
the direction of the pretty girl. 

"Why, what is going to happen? Shu 
looks conventional enough. No one 
would expect any sort of surprise from 
her. Who is she?" 

"Tho cleverest woman detective in 
New York. She has saved us thousands 
of dollars in tho two weeks she's been 
with us. Woo to tho thief who falls un- 
der her eyes. There she goes after that 
tall woman now. Follow her. Follow 
her. ' ' 

I did so, and when tho tall woman 
went to the jowolry counter and com- 
menced looking at some beautiful silver 
buckles, lifting them with a loose, 
careless gesture, I noticed tho detective 
took her place quiotly besido her and 
seemed engrossed in a tray of carved 
hatpins.

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RAILWAY WRECK. 

A Runaway Coal Train Kills One Person and 
Does a Great Deal of Damage. 

CoLUMDUS, Ohio, Sept. 4 —Shortly bo 
foro midnight eight loaded coal cara broke 
looso in tho Fifth avenue yards of tho Big 
Four road, and with lightning rapid 
ity ran through tho depot and wnBt 
to tho Oientancy river bridge, whoro 
thoy collided with a Baltimore & Ohio 
passenger train No 100 It is reported that 
the bridge waa knocked down and both 
trains plunged into tho river. Tho details 
aro meagre, but it ia reportod tho fireman 
wae killed and many persons wero injured. 
Tho coal cars ran a distance of two milts 
from a point near tho State fair grounds 
Tho wreck occurred on tho Columbus and 
Cincinnati Midland division of tho Haiti 
moro and Ohio railroad. When tho wild 
carB struck tho pasBengor engine tho latter 
was just entering tho bridgo from the west. 
Tho west span gu\o way and the engino and 
ooal cars went down. Tho baggage 
cur ia bunging at an anglo of 45 
degroeB. Tho fireman wub instantly 
killed und the engineer sovoroly injured, uUo 
a girl, who was a paBBcnger from Kansas. 
All tho paisengors woro shaken up, but no 
others seriously hurt. Tho puaBongor coachcB 
did not leave tho truck. Tho paaacnger en 
gino und coal ours aro a complete wreck. 



ELEVEN LIVES LOST. 

Wreck of the Steamer Favorite at the En 
tnuieo to Georgian Hay. 

Parry Sound, Sopt. 4. — (Special)— A re 
port readied hero to-day that tho stoamor 
Favorito, of the North Shoro Navigation 
Company, while endeavoring to find tho 
narrow entrance of Point au Baril, on tho 
oast side of Georgian Bay, on Sunday nigh I, 
during a terrifia storm und run on tho Black 
Boll rocke. Tho puasongors and crow, 
thirty in all, apont a night of great anxiety 
on board, and shortly after daylight yoetor- 
duy three bouta loft tho steamer in a hoavy 
3oa and uttompted to roach the mainland. 
Two of tho boots roaohed ou Baril in safety, 
but tho third, containing u pasBongor, tho 
first engineer, pursor and Steward and sovon 
of tho crow booamo separated from tho 
others, and nothing has slnoo boon soon of 
it and its occupants.

IN THE ARGENTINE. 

Serious Trouble CaiiBed In an Endeavor to Or 
eanlze a Workingmen's Union. 

New York, Sept. 4 —The Herald's Val- 
parniso, Chili, Bpeciul Buys : Serious trouble 
arose on Sunday out of a meeting in the 
Victory theatre, which wa8 called to organ 
izo a workiogmen'a social union. The work 
ingmen of the city, who belong prin- 
cipjlly to the Democrat party, pro 
teatod against thia and Insultod those 
who had attended tho meeting as they 
were leaving tho theatre. Tho police 
oharged upon them with bayonets and bov 
eral were wounded and two killed, it is 
said. It iB thought by tho workingmen 
that tho meoting was really called by the 
priests and had a political motive other 
than the welfare of tho laboring classes. A 
religiiuB procession coming out of a church 
in tho Earns icjuaro occupied by the theutro 
was next stoned by the crowd, and a fight 
ensued. The police charged again and mado 
many arrests. 

Tho peoplo then gathored in Intendencia 
sejuaro, whero orators protested onorgetic 
ally against tho Intondento permitting and 
taking purt in tho workingmen's meoting, 
They called oi the Intondente to resign, 
and demanded tho withdrawal of Jara, tho 
occlesiaBtical governor. Talking proved too 
tame for the crowd, however, and they next 
attacked tho printing ollico of a clerical 
paper, smashing its dooro, windows and 
lamps, and they would havo destroyed 
the type und tho press had not tho troops 
dispersed thorn and prevented further dam 
oge. All was quiet yesterday, and tho press 
comments on the afiair calmly, Boeing no 
thing to justify tho outrage. Tho Inten 
dento did not order tho troops to charge 
and hie attitude towards tho riqtors is con 
ciliatory. Argentina newapupers publish 
the statement that Dr. Aloni, the rudicu 
louder, has challenged ex-PreBident Telle 
grini to a duel and that aeconda are now ar 
ranging tho conditions. 

HAY ITS INVOLUTION. 

Another Attempt on the Life of President Hip 
polyte— Conspirators Summarily 
Shot. 

New York, Sept. 4 — Tho Herald's 
Kingston, Jamaica, special, says the steam 
ship Alvono, which has arrived horo from 
Hayti, reports that rioting haa taken placo 
in tho atreeta of Port au Prince. Another 
attempt has boon mado on tho life of Proai 
dent Hippolyte, which has greatly oxcitcd 
tho people. Five leaders in tho conspiracy 
woro condemned and shot without tho for- 
mality of a court martial and tho incipient 
revolution haa boon cruahed in all parts of 
tho country whero it allowed ita head 
President Hippolyto ia said to bo mortally 
ill, and when ho diea it is thought a vory 
unsatisfactory etuto of things will prevail 
and a revolution will bo among tho ponsi 
bilitiee. On Saturday seven peoplo woro 
summarily ahot in connection with tho abor 
tivo conspiracy to murder MrB. Guuthior 
Hippolyte'a luvorito daughter. Thie has 
caused tremendous political excitement, 
The coUBorahip ia rigorously controlling tho 
preaa. 

FOREST FIRES.

4.— A stiff gulo from tho 
BotithoaBt huB freahoncd up the many lirca 
in thia section, and tho gluro of doatruotivo 
firoa is vieiblo in all directions.

Muoh 
valuablo timber in boing destroyed. Forest 
fires noar Johnsonburg in tho rear of tho 
timber distriot, aro destroying millions of 
foot of lumber.
